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Kid Rapist of Kids Catches a Break 

state court of appeal calls lifetime imprisonment of mentally challenged 14-year-old offender cruel 


B eginning in October 2004, Ana¬ 
heim’s Jose Ignacio Avina commit¬ 
ted one of the most troubling and 
bizarre crime sprees in Orange County 
history. Armed with a screwdriver near 
Disneyland, Avina stopped a 12-year-old 
boy riding his bicycle home from Ball 
Junior High School, forced him to a 
nearby building roof, demanded oral cop¬ 
ulation, and then 
sodomized him for 
what police called 
“a long time.” Three 
weeks later, a Swiss 
Army knife-wield¬ 
ing Avina robbed 
a 13-year-old boy 
walking to school 
and threatened to 
kill him if 
he alerted 
police. The 
following 

month, Avina used his knife to 
rob a 12-year-old boy walking 
to school, and then took him 
inside an apartment building, 
where he demanded oral sex 
and sodomized the kid. Later the 
same day, Avina targeted a dif¬ 
ferent 12-year-old for robbery, 
but this child was so frightened 
after being ordered to an alley 
that he dropped his backpack 
and sprinted to school. It wasn’t 
difficult for police to tie Avina 
to the ghastly crimes. He’d left 
more than traceable amounts of 
DNA inside two of his victims, 
who suffered anal wounds and 
emotional trauma. 

But Avina wasn’t a pedophile. 

He wasn’t even a man. Stand¬ 
ing barely taller than 5 feet and 
weighing about 100 lean pounds, 
his facial features were soft and 
pleasant enough that in a differ¬ 
ent, more ideal world, he might 
have been a teenage model. Back 
in reality, this unusual robber/ 
rapist grew up in a dirt-poor, bro¬ 
ken family whose adults were unfamiliar 
with elementary parenting skills, hobbled 
by serious drug addictions and prone to 
abusive, violent outbursts. Avina—a special- 
education student—was just 14 years old 
and, according to examining doctors, cer- 
tifiably retarded. His schoolmates called 
him names. His father beat him mercilessly. 
Eight years earlier, during a trip to Mexico, 
a man took him to the woods, ordered him 
to his knees and molested him. 

Avina’s youth, handicap, lousy upbring¬ 
ing and scarring victimization did not win 
him the slightest break. A sexual-assault 
prosecutor made Avina the youngest 
person in county history to be tried as an 
adult and won a long list of felony convic¬ 
tions after a jury trial. Public defender 


Dolores Yost passionately advocated a 
punishment of no more than a six-year 
stint at the California Youth Authority 
(CYA). Superior Court Judge James A. 
Stotler, however, believed he had a man¬ 
datory obligation to sentence the young¬ 
ster to 50 years to life in prison, plus two 
consecutive life terms. 

‘T have searched my soul on this one 
because of the age of [Avina],” a visibly 
fretful Stotler—one of the most thought¬ 
ful court officials in the county—said at 
the sentencing hearing in Santa Ana. ‘T 
really didn’t want to do this to you, but 
there are repercussions of that conduct 
on the [four] victims, who’ll suffer for 
years to come.” 

I’d covered key portions of the trial and 
saw a shackled Avina’s cluelessness about 


what awaited him, as well as the genuine 
concern of Yost, who gave Stotler numer¬ 
ous examples of her client’s acts of com¬ 
passion. Authorities sent the defendant 
to the CYA, where he’d stay until he was 
old enough to be bused to a prison for the 
rest of his days. That’s where the public 
record ended. 

In our state, citizens are blocked from 
observing juvenile-court proceedings, 
but, even though Avina had been tried 
and sentenced as an adult, justices inside 
the California Court of Appeal based in 
Santa Ana decided to cloak their review 
of the case in secrecy by deleting the 
defendant’s name from public files. That 
ridiculous move made it impossible for 
reporters to track developments. Essen¬ 


tially operating in darkness, justices 
Kathleen E. O’Leary, William W. Bed- 
sworth and Richard D. Fybel considered 
arguments, debated and last January 
made a ruling on whether the justice sys¬ 
tem had been too harsh in the case. Only 
because of a recent tip from a source was 
I able to discover their important opinion 
filed under Avina’s initials. (Still, court 
staff rejected my request to fully review 
the arguments the justices considered, 
telling me the briefs are “confidential.”) 

In a 20-page opinion written by 
O’Leary, the appellate panel rejected 
the point of view of Richard Power, 
Avina’s court-appointed lawyer, that the 
defendant’s punishment is vastly greater 
than persons who commit murder, man¬ 
slaughter and other violent felonies. They 


weren’t impressed by Power’s claim that 
life sentences for multiple sex-crime 
convictions are unconstitutional. They 
also recoiled in contempt at his apparent 
attempt to win points by asserting his cli¬ 
ent is a heterosexual who committed the 
homosexual acts only as a way to scare his 
victims into silence with police. 

However, the justices ultimately con¬ 
cluded that Power was right that Stotler’s 
sentencing decision amounted to “cruel 
and unusual” punishment. 

“The evidence overwhelmingly demon¬ 
strated [Avina] acted alone and, with plan¬ 
ning and deliberation, terrorized young 
boys to satisfy his perverse desires,” wrote 
O’Leary, who noted that the defendant 
began smoking marijuana and drink¬ 


ing booze at 12, first had sex with a girl 
at 13 and intercourse with a 40-year-old 
woman at the age of 14. “The gravamen 
of [Avina’s] complaint is that he was a 
mentally retarded juvenile who had an 
extremely abusive childhood and he was 
not provided appropriate guidance and 
supervision. He asserts that as a low-func¬ 
tioning juvenile, he should not be pun¬ 
ished as severely as ‘a normally intelligent 
adult.’... We conclude [Avina’s] age at the 
time of offenses, his poor upbringing and 
his substandard intelligence rendered his 
sentence unconstitutional” and one that 
“shocks the conscience.” 

In reviewing the situation, the justices 
determined that Stotler’s sentence meant 
the defendant would be 70 years old 
when he could first ask a prison parole 
board for release and 
observed that conclusion 
meant a de facto life sen¬ 
tence because, statistically, 
Avina won’t survive his 60s. 
(Prison inmates have a life 
expectancy far beneath the 
average citizen.) 

“[Stotler’s] sentence 
effectively deprives [Avina] 
of any meaningful oppor¬ 
tunity to obtain release 
regardless of his rehabilita¬ 
tive efforts while incarcer¬ 
ated,” the opinion states. 
“Should [Avina] spend the 
next half century attempt¬ 
ing to atone for his crimes 
through education, reha¬ 
bilitation and introspection 
into why he committed the 
offenses knowing there is 
virtually no chance he will 
be released? Recognizing 
[Avina] was not sentenced 
to [life without parole], 
his sentence nevertheless 
effectively means denial of 
hope; it means that good 
behavior and character 
improvement are immate¬ 
rial; it means that whatever 
the future might hold in store for the 
mind and spirit of the convict, he will 
remain in prison for the rest of his days.” 

Claiming state law forbids the govern¬ 
ment from issuing non-homicide juvenile 
offenders life sentences without the pos¬ 
sibility for parole, the justices resentenced 
Avina by making two of the punishments 
run concurrently with the other terms. 
The move gives Avina, who is 23 and 
a resident of Ironwood State Prison in 
Blythe, a glimmer of hope. Now, he can 
ask a future parole board to grant him 
freedom when he’s 56 years old and hope 
they are impressed with his growth. At 
that point, he’ll have been incarcerated for 
42 years and six months.

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Here Lies Hally George 

Tfie story of tfie father of combat TV as told by female wrestlers, 
^punk rockers and a furniture-throwing pacifist

o properly orient infamous talk-show host 
Wally George within the history of Orange 
County, it’s best to paraphrase the introduction 
of a fellow pop-culture icon with a cult follow¬ 
ing. So, with apologies to The BigLebowski: 

Now this a-here story I’m about to unfold took 
place back in the early ’80s—just about the time 
of our conflict with Reagan and the invasion of Grenada. 
Sometimes there’s a man—I won’t say a hero ’cause, what’s 
a hero? But sometimes, there’s a man—and I’m talkin’ about 
Wally George here. Sometimes, there’s a man, well, he’s the 
man for his time and place. He fits right in there. And that’s 
Wally George in Orange County in the 1980s. 

Oh, Wally and his Hot Seat, that weekly flash of Orange 
County lunacy that brought Reagan’s morning in America 
and the punks who were trying to tear down the Orange 
Curtain together in a tiny UHF studio in Anaheim. Perfect 


late-night watching for folks stumbling back from bars or 
sweaty shows, needing one flnal cap to their insane eve¬ 
nings. It was great daytime TV whenever George hosted 
Hot Seat Hotline, a call-in version that was essentially an 
invitation for smart asses to crank call about his wig—that 
wig!—and his impotence. 

George’s set was just a desk, an American flag, framed 
photos of John Wayne and the Space Shuttle (with the lat¬ 
ter bearing the legend, ''USA is #1”), and him, resplendent 
in a suit and tie, the veneer of geniality ready to heap invec¬ 
tives on a parade of liberals, gays, minorities, musicians, 
wrestlers, paciflsts, pinkos and the Poorman. He struggled 
to contain the madness, banging a gavel on his desk and 
proclaiming, "Hold it!” every 30 seconds. Anger pointing, 
lips pursed, then yelling, "SICK SICK SICK!” and booting 
guests outta there to the roar of his adoring crowd of 80 
sitting on the KDOC floor.

“WALL-Y! WALL-Y! WALL-Y!” The 
chant still echoes across the county, even 
though new episodes of Hot Seat aired 
only for a decade, kept alive by George 
in best-of reruns he’d host until the end 
of his life, playing on an endless loop 
on YouTube, as ingrained in the Orange 
County id as Huntington Beach riots and 
Bob Dornan. He paved the way for outra¬ 
geous national television hosts to make 
millions—our Wally. 

He died 10 years ago this week. In his 
honor, friends, former guests and foes 
give the oral history of Wally George. 

MEETING MR. AMERICA 
Oderus Urungus, lead singer of 
GWAR: Honestly, of all the talk shows— 
we’ve been on everything from Springer 
to Joan Rivers to Jimmy Fallon—it was 
our favorite one. That cheesy, little pub¬ 
lic-access show with that weirdo Wally 
George, he kicked ass on all those other 
multimillion-dollar, fuckin’ Holl 3 rwood- 
TV creation, constructed human being... 
yuck. Those people really make me sick. 
Dexter Holland, lead singer of the 
Offspring: It was punk. The kids in the 
audience, or whatever it was, it was cool. 
Realizing this was all of 30 years ago, that 
was pretty outrageous TV for back then. 
Blase Bonpane, human-rights activ¬ 
ist: He was an opportunist who would 
do anything and be for or against any¬ 
thing that was lucrative. He would be 
putting on a show and never reflecting 
what he truly believed. I saw him as a 
complete phony. 

Jim "The Poorman" Trenton, media 
legend: In real life, he was very, very 
open-minded. He may have had conserva¬ 
tive beliefs, but as a showman, he loved 
the most crazy people. Just loved it. Even 
today, it amazes me that he has such a 
cult following. There’s a sort of ferocious 
fandom to Wally George. 

Richard Blade, SiriuxXM DJ: For the 
people in the audience, it was fun! It was 
a good escape for a couple of hours. The 
taping was pretty quick—it wasn’t two 
hours of waiting for some ego-obsessed 
celebrity to come out. Instead, Wally was 
there to talk to them. He was down to 
earth, very human, and bless him for that. 
Nikolas Schreck, lead singer of 
Radio Werewolf: It was like [Wally] 
was a microcosm of Hollywood taking 
over politics. In a way, it could seem 
harmless or like it was just a joke, but 
when we were actually in the studio, 
and Wally was presenting me as a 
scapegoat for all societal ills ... the 
audience was whipped into a genuine 
frenzy. They did not take it as a joke, 
and it felt very dangerous to be there. 
It’s easy to think that he was a humor¬ 
ous phenomenon, but it was part of 
the whole. There was a very violent 
craziness to the ’80s that I don’t think 
Americans can remember exactly how 
it was. I went to a Ronald Reagan rally 
in 1984, and I sensed that same inherent 
violence. You know the novel Lord of 
the Flies? It reminded me of that. 

George had been a presence in Southern 
California media since the 1960s, hosting 
a radio show on now - defunct KTYM-FM 


103.9 (now a Spanish-language oldies sta¬ 
tion) before producing a television program 
on KCOP-TV Channel 13 for then-Los Ange¬ 
les mayor Sam Yorty. He got his own KCOP 
gig before moving over to KDOC in 1983. 

George Kuc, Hot Seat regular and 
founder of Wally George Alumni 
group: Wally was kind of mellow at first. 
This was before his audience chanted, 
“Wally! Wally!” The audience actually 
used to clap for his guests instead of boo 
and hiss. Wally became more well-known, 
and he developed a combative personality 


r 


with his guests, and he became more in 
touch with his audience. 

Hot Seat changed forever when George 
invited Bonpane as a guest. 

Bonpane: He called me—this had to be 
1983—and asked if I could come on his 
program. It was right during Reagan’s 
war in Grenada. In a phone conversa¬ 
tion, he seemed just delightful. I was 
in the background listening to his 
interviewee just before me, a Mexican- 
American attorney, and Wally was just 
insulting him with racial slurs and so 


on, and I was quite irritated just hear¬ 
ing him operate. When it was my turn, 

I went to the interview, and he had a 
large group of young people in the audi¬ 
ence, and just as he was getting started, 

I turned toward the audience and I said, 
“I hope you won’t go and die as the 
enemy in a place like Grenada where 
you’re not wanted.” 

He got a little upset when I made that 
comment. He came over and assaulted 
me and battered me. He attacked me 
from behind. It was a little difficult for a 
long-standing boxer to not respond, but I

thought that would be a terrible thing to 
do, so I looked at his desk, and I saw there 
was no one near it and that no one would 
be harmed, so I just flipped the desk over 
and walked out. 

I came home and told my wife and two 
children how surprised I was, and within 
moments, we saw it on ABC, CBS, NBC— 
it was all over the country. I think that 
particular episode has been played 1,000 
times across the country. I still see it. It’s 
amazing how it made an impact on TV. 

There was no staging, however. After 
the security men ushered me to my car, I 
went home, and the following morning. 


Wally called and said, “Blase, we have a 
terrific thing going here. We can do this 
all over the country.” I said, “Wally, you’re 
a charlatan, and there will be no further 
interviews, thank you.” 

After that, Hot Seat became a smash. 
George began booking provocative guests 
from pop culture. 

The Poorman: I was terrified to go on 
[Hot Seat] because I saw the way his all¬ 
male audience just ate up the guests. I 
just thought, “Oh, my god, I’m going to 
get killed on this thing.” ... I knew there 
was one thing that could [appease] all 
those guys, and that would be to come 
out with hot girls in bikinis. That was 
my whole idea for making myself able to 
survive being on Wally’s show. 

Blade: The secretary at Channel 56 asked, 
“Would you like to be on Wally George’s 
show?” and I said, “Isn’t that that lunatic 
in Orange County?” and she said, “Yep, 
that’s him.” So I wiggled my rabbit ears to 
try to bring in Channel 56, and I watched 
the show, and I thought, “I could do this.” 
My first memory was, “God, this guy’s a 
lunatic”—and I don’t mean to be mean, 
but [he was] not very intelligent. The per¬ 
son I was with at the time said, “Oh, my 
god, I can’t believe you’re going on that 
[show],” and I said, “Why are you wor¬ 
ried? It’s going to be fine.” She thought I 
was going to get the shit kicked out of me. 
Urungus: I had been hearing rumors 
about him. It was right as GWAR was 
starting to break out. We heard he was 
a potential adversary of GWAR, and we 
were even thinking about kidnapping him 
from his show and sacrificing him nightly 
on our tour. 

Holland: We were fans of the show.... 

We saw the Hags on [Hot Seat], and he 
was great. [Front man Mark Dead] was 
kind of friends of ours, so we sent Wally 
George a record, and he called us right 
away and had us down.... A lot of guys 
would go on the show and make an ass 
of themselves, but really, for bands, we 
didn’t have to talk too much, and I think 
he made us look cooler. 

Kuc: The Offspring had one of the short¬ 
est segments in the history of Hot Seat. 
Holland: I was getting ready to say some¬ 
thing, but it didn’t work out. I think we 
got just a couple of words in, but he knew 
how to interact with his audience and get 
the right reaction. It took a really long 
time to break [our] record [in pieces]. It 
wasn’t wanting to break for him. 

Blade: He’d say, “We’ve got that layabout, 
useless person Richard Blade coming 
out. He is just an abominable DJ and ter¬ 
rible influence to the young people. You 
advocate pot use with your songs that you 
play there ... and all the sex use,” and I’d 
say, “Like what?” He’d say, “Oh, you know 
the ones, like Johnny Are You Queer?’ 
and songs like that, and it’s disgusting!” 

I’d say, “Well, what kinds of songs do you 
like, Wally?” “Well, I like the ’60s stuff,” 
and I’d say, “Like what? Those psyche¬ 
delic, acid-dropping Beatles?” 

Kuc: Timothy Leary, I think he was a riot 
on the show. He wasn’t intimidated by 
[Wally]. He told Wally to “Calm down, calm 
down.” Not even the audience got to him. 
After he appeared on Hot Seat, I saw him. 

.. doing a lecture. He was taking questions 
from the audience, and I asked, “Hey, what 
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do you think about Wally George?” and he 
said, “He’s too nice of a guy” 

Jeff Tolcher, frequent Hot Seat guest: 
[White supremacist Tom] Metzger 
insulted [Jewish Defense League chair¬ 
man, Irv] Rubin, and Rubin stood up, 
took a cup of water and threw it in his 
face. Next thing you know, security 
comes up, and they actually had to call 
the Anaheim Police. 

Jim Myers, also a frequent Hot Seat 


speech—I think this was right after that 
[Body Count] song “Cop Killer” came out- 
hut at the end of his segment, Jim Myers 
came out to tell Larry Rice he was wrong 
this time. Eventually, Larry Rice told him 
to fuck off, and they scuffled on the stage. 
Myers: I was introduced to the show first 
by Larry Rice, a longtime friend of mine. 
On that show, we had not planned to get 
physical; we had just planned to argue. 
When Larry first introduced me to Wally, 


He was a frustrated performer and 
musician Himself, and I don t really 
tHink He took tHis RepuHlican persona 
seriously as He presented it.

guest: I argued with Irv Rubin one time, 
and he was a big dude. He ... ended up in 
prison for conspiracy to commit murder 
or something like that and actually died 
in prison. I accused him of downing an 
airplane—it just came off the top of my 
head—and he gave me some static, so I 
got up like I kinda like to do there, and he 
got up and literally threw me across the 
stage. You could see me on the screen, 
and then disappear off the screen. 

Eventually, George began relying on stock 
guests he knew were good for a hoot. There 
was Rudi Krause, the singing Spicolli-look 
alike who always sported a visor; the tall, 
mustachioed Tolcher with his huge glasses; 
and the long-haired, bearded Reverend 
Bud Green always looking for an excuse to 
light up. 

Craig Mclivany, Hot Seat regular: One 

time, I actually had to turn him down 
for an appearance—I forget why. And at 
that point, I figured something out: if you 
turn Wally down, he’ll start paying you! 

He said, “Is there any debt you have? Any 
small debt?” and I said, “Yeah, I owe $90 to 
Southern California Edison,” and he said, 
“We’ll pay that for you!” and from that 
point on, it became an arranged deal. Like 
I would go on, and he would pay my utility 
bills. Whenever I’d need money, I’d call up 
Wally and say, “Hey, is there anything you 
need right now ’cuz I gotta pay this bill?” 
Tolcher: When I was on the show, I 
would bring a newspaper article related 
to the topic we were talking about, and 
when I was reading from it, he would 
come over, grab it from me, rip it up, and 
the audience would go wild. There were 
certain things he would plan that would 
make it more entertaining. 

Frank Thorpe, frequent Hot Seat Hot¬ 
line crank caller and audience member: 
I don’t know if Hot Seat would be as great 
without Larry Rice and Jim Myers. They’re 
like the Kramer of the show. One time, 
Larry Rice came on to defend freedom of 


Wally said, “Well, what do you want to 
argue about?” I said, “I’ll argue about any¬ 
thing.” He said, “Well, for example?” and 
I said, “Well, all religions are false, and 
drugs should be legal,” and he said, “How 
about coming on next week?” 

Charli Hayes, professional female 
wrestler: I got him on the table, sat on 
his chest, picked up his tie and rode him. 
This was all planned—sorry, guys. 

Queen Kong, professional female 
wrestler who appeared with Wally in 
GRUNT: The Movie: We never discussed 
if it was going to be okay for me to grab 
him or do anything—I just did it, and he 
rolled with it. He didn’t pay me for my 
last appearance, either. In that sense, he 
could have used a little work. Other than 
that, I thought he was a good sport. 
Myers: One time, [Wally] said he wanted 
to go into the ministry, and I said, “The 
only thing you could go into is old ladies’ 
purses and little boys’ pants.” 

Mclivany: Swearing on television was a 
funny topic because Jim Myers was on 
his show the day before me, and I was just 
learning my ways on how to act on TV, 
how to make myself more interesting, and 
Jim Myers says, “Look, this is what you 
gotta do: When you go on and debate this 
subject, you gotta point out John Wayne 
and imitate him and include a few swear 
words. Don’t forget to insult the audi¬ 
ence—you gotta do that!” and so I told 
the audience, “Shut up!” and Wally stood 
up and held his tie. That was like a come¬ 
dian counting laughs—when I saw Wally 
stand up, I knew I had scored a hit. And 
also when I pointed at John Wayne and I 
imitated his voice, I said, “Well, I’ll tell ya. 
Pilgrim, why don’t you go fuck yourself.” 

BENEATH THE WIG 

Off-stage, George was dijferent person. 

Hayes, in reference to a kiss she laid 
on George: He tried to stick his tongue 
in my mouth—bad boy.

Mcllvany: I remember one time I was 
in the bathroom with him at [legendary 
metal station] KNAC-FM, and we were 
both peeing at urinals, and while we were 
both talkin’, I remember thinking, “Wow, 
this is so surreal.” 

Blade: Backstage at Channel 56, we 
would talk in the little corridor, and he 
would say, “I’m going to talk to you about 
pop news, and I’m going to talk to you 
about the music, and then I’m going to 
scream at you, and about 15 minutes in, 
we’re going to get you thrown off.” I’d 
say, “Sounds like fun, Wally,” and he’d say, 
“Okay, well have a good time, all right?” 
The Poorman: He would always throw 
me off, and then after say, “Jim, that was 
really great with the bikini girls! I really 
think that was awesome. Thanks so much, 
Jim.” It was just surprising. I thought he 
was this hard-ass, but behind the scenes, 
he was just the coolest dude of all time. 


Schreck: I ran into him occasionally 
socially afterward, so I got to know him 
well. I ran into him in a nightclub in 
Holl5wood. He seemed to be a little bit 
inebriated, and we got to talking. It was 
completely schizophrenic; whenever we 
were on the air, he was hostile and play¬ 
ing up this “Wally George” persona he 
had created, and when he was off the air, 
he was almost shy and humble. 

Pat Matthews, news anchor for 
KDOC: Wally had a stutter. He would 
never do it on TV, but behind the scenes, 
he stuttered like crazy. 

Schreck: He was a frustrated performer 
and musician himself, and I don’t really 
think he took this Republican persona as 
seriously as he presented it. He told me 
that he used to be a music reviewer for a 
magazine or newspaper. We got to discuss¬

Urungus: From Wally, I felt true warmth 
and camaraderie. We both played charac¬ 
ters; we understood each other perfectly.

Todd Witteles, Wally George fan: In 
eighth grade, my teacher told us to write 
to a celebrity we admired, and I wrote 
to Wally George.

gant in my youth at that time, obvi¬ 
ously, and before I went on the show, 

I researched him in detail so I would 
have ammunition. I recall very vividly 
the only thing that got his goat on the 
air was when I touched on his com¬ 
plicated personal life. On one of these 
radio interviews I did with him, I said 
we had initiated his estranged daugh¬ 
ter Rebecca DeMornay into the Radio 
Werewolf Youth Party, and he turned 10 
shades of purple and acted like he was 
going to have a stroke. That was one of 
the few times he faltered. It seems like I 
hit a nerve. 

The Poorman: He would always date 
young women, which I thought was 
really fun. 

Matthews: He married this woman from 
England and that was also disappointing 
to him. She was just a trophy wife. He 
was very sensitive about that; I think it 
was because he was so much older. She 
was, like, 40 years younger than him, and 
I always thought she married him to get 
U.S. citizenship. When he married ... we 
all had our opinions. Mine was, it was 
doomed from the start. She didn’t marry 
him for love. But they had a daughter 
named Holly. And she was around the 
station sometimes, and he was real happy 
about her and everything. 

Myers: Here’s this good lookin’ gal. What 
the heck is goin’ on? And, like, a year 
later, she brings in their daughter, and I’m 
trying to imagine this couple that created 
this baby. 

Thorpe: I was one of the most abusive 
callers, but I loved Wally, and I still do. 
One time, I [called Hot Seat Hotline and] 
said something about his wife ... and 
they bleeped it out. He was very, very 
angry. He said, “Come down to the stu¬ 
dio, meet me outside, and I’ll break your 
nose!” and I’m, like, a 13-year-old boy 
at the time. After he threatened me and 
everything—and I remember it like it was 
yesterday—he looked into the camera 
and said, “Your mother should have had 
an abortion.” 

Schreck: After I hadn’t seen him for 
years, I remember one of his last wives 
had [moved] to England with their 
daughter, and I thought that was very 
strange. You just got the impression that 
there was something weighing on him. 
Mclivany : I was on Hot Seat Hotline the 
day his wife [left]. He asked me things 
that, as an 18-year-old, I didn’t know 
how to answer, like, “Why would she 
leave me and take a gun with her?” In 
my head, I was thinking, “Well, maybe 
she’s feeling a little claustrophobic,” but 
I didn’t want to tell Wally that, so I said, 
“I’unno.” Then he had his radio show 
and complained as if he had heard all the 
things [Tom] Leykis had said [about his 
wife leaving], when really it was me who 
filled him in. 

Matthews: It was a shame because he 
was like a tragic figure. Bad things always 
happened to him. 

THE HOT SEAT COOLS DOWN 

Despite all of the national buzz, George 
only remained a regional cult hit. Nation¬ 
wide, George was a media joke—Howard 
Stern memorably referred to him as a ''wig- 
wearing hump.” KDOC canceled his show 
in 1993 but allowed George to host weekly 
clips of Hot Seat classics. 


Tolcher: He claimed to be in more than 
160 television markets in the United 
States, including being on in Australia 
and Britain. 

Blade: I think he always wanted a little 
fame, a little accolade, a little adoration. 
He got it in a small way with the TV 
show. If you hear him talk about the TV 
show, he talks about millions of people 
watching, and it’s seen all over the U.S. 
and and South America, places like that. 

It was all B.S. None of that was correct. 
There was maybe a cable channel in Mil¬ 
waukee that had it on channel 87, which 
in those days was impossible to find 
because most TVs only went to 13. 

The Poorman: I think he was so broke 
that Calvin Brack, who was the owner 
of KDOC, he actually ... Wally was liv¬ 
ing at [Brack’s] house in the later years 
because he was broke, and Cal took care 
of him. 

Tolcher: Jerry Springer’s net worth is $75 
million. Wally, at the end of his life, was 
unfortunately not good. He didn’t make a 
lot of money doing this show. 

Kuc: He filed for bankruptcy. 

In the pages of the Weekly in his final 
years, he was a recurring object of loath¬ 
ing and pity. In a story from 2000, Greg 
Stacy wrote, "Wally was going to do an 
appearance at a local titty bar... .It 
turned out to be one of the most depress¬ 
ing scenes Fve ever witnessed. The place 
was about the size of your living room, 
and there were maybe eight guys in the 
audience, none of whom were there to see 
Wally. Wally's handlers led him in, and 
my heart sank into my socks. Wally looked

100 years old. His skin was spoiled-milk 
gray, and he was wearing a wig. I could 
barely hear the club's thumping music 
over the sound of Wally knocking at 
death's door. He was signing autographs 
with this sweet ol' grandpa smile, and I 
just knew it was all over. There was no 
way I could kick a guy when he was this 
down. I got my picture taken with him (I

wish I could tell you where it’s gone) and 
fled into the night” 

In 2002, after Gustavo Arellano 
described him as a ''coffin-dodging conser¬ 
vative” in a food review, George threatened 
the paper with a libel suit—then proceeded 
to cry. 

Former Weekly editor Will Swaim wrote 
in 2003, "The Thomas Edison of Combat 
TV was suddenly Bawly George. He was 
old, he said, 'and you don’t know what it’s 
like to escape death so often.’ There was 
some near-deadly car wreck, brain cancer 
and heart trouble—and his prostate, I fig¬ 
ured—all of it followed (and he made this 
sound dramatic) by Arellano’s food review. 
He didn’t say, 'Oh, how could you mock 
me?’But that was kind of the point. Could 
I understand how he hurt? 'Wally, I had no 
idea you were human,’ I said. 'I’m sorry. 
Really. Never meant any harm.’” 

George died on Oct. 5,2003, of compli¬ 
cations from cancer. Former music editor 
Chris Ziegler penned an obituary for the 
Weekly. In it, Ziegler recalls the time he 
and his friends had seen George host a 


a mystery admirer puts flowers on it 
every year. 

Kuc: Wally may not have been the most 
popular talk-show host, or the most well- 
regarded, but he was our talk-show host. 
He was not distant in some Ivory Tower 
somewhere. He was somewhere we could 
go get tickets to see. That accessibility 
made him special. 

Urungus: We need more Wally George. 

I was truly very sad when I heard he 
passed. His influence on people was obvi¬ 
ously great, and maybe as years go by, he 
will actually get greater. 

Schreck: Because he was just so outra¬ 
geous, me and the other musicians in 
Radio Werewolf would constantly quote 
him for years. To this day, we still say, 
“You’re out of here! You sicko!” We still 
use Wally jargon all the time. 

The Poorman: He was the modern-day 
RT. Barnum. He was just a ringleader. He 
was Mr. Promotion. 

Blade: I hate to say this, but his legacy is 
like throwing a rock into a lake; he made 
a ripple, but the ripples have gone. I don’t 
think he left a legacy. I don’t think his 
show made any sort of cultural impact. A 
few people watched it, and a few people

karaoke event at a La Mirada bar. "Wally 
had spent just about 20 years gnashing 
at the freaks and weir does and longhair s 
and mutants and dopers and punks and 
burnouts, and at the end, he came back 
to us because, I guess, we were the ones 
who really loved him for what he was.... 
We clapped when he finished and started 
to leave. 'Hey, Wally,’ said the kid in the 
leather jacket as Wally was shaking hands 
on his way out of the bar. 'What’s up?’ 

'This guy!’ barked Wally good-naturedly. 

'I haven’t seen you since the Hot Seat! 
C’mere!’ And he gave him a happy, com¬ 
radely hug.” 

Matthews: I went to the funeral. The 
Reverend Robert Schuller presided over 
the ceremony; I remember it was held at 
the Crystal Cathedral. It was mostly peo¬ 
ple telling Wally stories and stuff. I don’t 
recall it being that somber, except when 
[his former wife] showed up.... She was 
acting like the distraught widow. They 
had been apart when he died [for] several 
years. Everybody wondered if Rebecca 
DeMornay would show up, but she didn’t. 
That was sad. 

Blade: It’s not one of those graves where 


laughed at it, and as soon as it was off the 
air and Wally was gone, the impact went 
with it. I don’t think anyone followed in 
Wally’s footsteps—no one watched that 
show and said, “I want to be the next 
Wally George.” 

The Poorman: I love Wally, but I always 
worried my own career would end up like 
his. He tried really hard to go national, 
and Morton Downey Jr. actually beat him 
to the punch, but Morton Downey Jr. 
wasn’t half as fun as Wally George. 
Tolcher: One of the sad things is that 
KDOC did not archive all of Wally’s 
shows because they were such a small 
station. They just recorded over the tapes. 
Kuc: That’s the beauty of YouTube. 

[Now] there’s a whole new generation of 
Hot Seat fans. One of the things we want 
to do is to encourage people to dig into 
their garages, their closets, and find lost 
episodes of Hot Seat and upload them. 

I know somewhere in heaven, Wally is 
greeting the dregs of humanity at the 
pearly gates and telling them, ‘You’re 
outta here!” 

Blade: Unfortunately, Wally wanted to 
reach the stars, but he barely left Anaheim.

M y buddy Chris and I are old- 

school: Instead of Twitter or Ins- 
tagram, we still text food pictures 
to each other.

But this time, it was differ¬ 
ent. I was at a place I knew 
the South County-restaurant 
Magellan hadn’t been. The 
Blind Pig was the new home 
of Joshua Han, the young 
talent who was previously 
Amar Santana’s sous chef 
at Broadway. When I was 
seated, I snapped a picture of 
the menu and sent it to Chris. 

He replied immediately. 

“The chorizo ravioli looks 
tasty. Where’s that place at?” 
he asked. 

“Directly across the 
courtyard from Pizza e 
Vino!” I exclaimed. 

“Aah! Over by the lake,” he 
wrote back. “Good area.” 

“Yes! We’re sitting outside 
with a view of the water!” 

I typed, realizing I was 
starting to sound just like a 
Facebook humblebrag. But 
it was indeed lovely. The sun 
had just disappeared below 
the trees, the warm breeze 
that blew past smelled of 
jasmine, and the remaining 
drops of light shimmered on 
the water. It was the perfect place to dine 
under a twilight sky. Had my date and I 
sat inside next to the bar on the couches, 
or the long communal table that cut down 
the middle as though it were a mess hall, 
we would’ve missed a scenic panorama I 
previously thought possible only in New¬ 
port or Laguna. 

Then our dinner of small plates began. 
When the tuna tartare came, I sent a mes¬ 
sage and photo of it to Chris, except I 
mistyped it as “Tina” instead of “tuna.” 


“Ha! Tina Tartare sounds like a porn 
name!” quipped Chris. 

I chortled and showed the message to 
my lovely companion. She rolled her eyes,

would’ve been destined to become. But the 
plate was what it was: breakfast served as 
dinner—and the best dish so far. 

But then my gusto in texting a play-by- 
play of my meal began to wane. Not only 
was I realizing I was paying more atten¬ 
tion to my phone than my 
date, but there were also 
fewer and fewer things to 
rave about. The mac and 
cheese relied on its micro- 
diced pickled-celery top¬ 
ping for flavor more than 
its cheese; and the mac 
itself—hollow tubes with 
holes large enough to put 
my index Anger through— 
was undercooked, the raw 
flour taste still not boiled 
out of the pasta and its 
texture a few minutes shy 
of al dente. 

When I ordered the 
chicken-liver mousse, I 
hoped it’d be akin to the 
liver terrines Santana did 
so well at Broadway. Han 
went a different route, 
slathering the pinkish-gray 
organ meat paste on top 
of a cold biscuit. I couldn’t 
decide what I disliked 
more: the muddiness of the 
mousse or the stale dense¬ 
ness of the biscuit beneath 
it. The spot prawns served 
over quinoa was less disap¬ 
pointing, but the starch 
left a slightly unpleasant 
bitter aftertaste and wasn’t 
helping the sweet shrimp, 
which were already des¬ 
perately trying to shed 
themselves of their dull, 
tempura-like coating. 

After seeing my output 
of photos and text com¬ 
mentary slowing, Chris 
volleyed with a few of his 
own. He was texting from 
Oklahoma City on business 
and was raving about a 
duck conflt he just ate. 
“That’s more than I’d expect of OKC!” I 
replied to him. 

“Yeah, I was impressed!:)” 

I texted back. “I wish I could say the

Y OU gotta respect any young chef who 
knows the world of delicious possibility 
known as quince paste. Most Americans only 
experience it as limp, pathetic triangles offered 
in cheese plates, which is a damn shame: 
used smartly, quince can complement meat 
or enliven a dessert, and it always enraptures 
palates with its assertive tanginess. It's not 
surprising, then, that only the world's superior 
cultures—Mexicans, Spaniards, Argentines 
and the Brits—have fully incorporated quince 
into their daily meals. 

Oh, and the young guns over at the Cheese 
Shop, hidden in the OC Mix's maze of hipster 
food and retail treasures. They sell blocks of 
quince, singing its praises to curious shoppers 
and even referring to it by its Spanish name, 
membrillo. And if that's still not enough to 
entice neophytes to try some, the Cheese Shop 
sneaks fat slices into a sandwich alongside 
smooth Manchengo and jamon serrano, put¬ 
ting it on a press for a couple of minutes. The 
quince slightly melts, soaking into the cheese, 
ham and bread. Saltiness, sweetness, the 
Manchengo's smokiness—^this is a brilliant 
afterthought panini, and I don't mean that as an 
insult. If you congratulate the guys behind the 
counter for a job well-done, they'll smile, shrug 
their shoulders and say they just grab whatev- 
er's around the shop and slap it together with 
all the earnest humility of Mike Trout grinning 
after robbing someone of a home run. 

The Cheese Shop is an offshoot of San 
Clemente's excellent restaurant the Cellar, 
and it packs all the charm of a Parisian chee¬ 
semonger into a space the size of a dentist's 
reception area. It almost seems too cutesy— 
the workers all have facial hair and dress like 
classed-up lumberjacks, the shop's design 
scheme is post-industrial meets American 
Pickers, and they even stock copies of the 
fine cheese quarterly Culture. But here stands 
the real deal—in addition to stocking multiple 
cheese wheels, cheese utensils and sausages, 
the Cheese Shop offers service with a smile 
and encyclopedic knowledge. The staff will let 
you sample, cut off however much you want 
to take home, and wrap it in beautiful paper so 
it looks like you know what you're doing come 
date night. 

Justwant a quick lunch? Those sand¬ 
wiches. They're changed daily, but I've only 
had great ones: the aforementioned quince 
masterpiece; another one studded with cor- 
nichons on top of pecorino, porchetta and a 
fabulous harissa; and another dubbed the Daff 
for its creamy D'affinois cow's milk cheese— 
Brie on steroids. Plus, you have to love any 
young chef who uses bread from Dean Kim's 
OC Baking Co., as is the case here. Quince 
makes you smart!

S omehow, between our online 
coverage of all things lupu- 
lous (that means hops-related) in 
Orange County and our continuing 
fascination with the craft-beer 
renaissance in Baja California, 
we skipped over San Diego, 
where the California craft-beer 
revolution started and is in full¬ 
est swing. And that's a shame 
because there are dozens of 
breweries there, most just a 
short drive from San Clemente, 
making great beer. 

Alesmith Brewing Co. is 
one of the bright lights of that 
beer scene, tucked away in 
an industrial park so close to 
the Marine Corps Air Station 
at Miramar you can practically 
wave at Maverick and Goose. 

It makes a lot of great beers, 
including a good West Coast 
IPA, but it's best known for its outstand¬ 
ing stout. Speedway. 



THE DRINK 

Stouts tend to be heavy and thick, and 
Speedway is no exception. If you find it on 
tap, it'll probably be served on nitro, which 
turns the thick, ice cream float-y head into 
a layer of beer mousse. Because of the 
coffee in the beer, the already-dark stout 
color is pitch-black; if you hold a glass of 
it up to the light, it looks like ink. The taste,

Gravity \s a thrilling breakthrough

S ome movies are so tense and 

deeply affecting they shave years 
off your life as you’re watching, 
only to give back that lost time—and 
more—at the end. Alfonso Cuaron’s Grav¬ 
ity is one of those movies. 

Sandra Bullock and George Clooney 
play astronauts—one a medical engi¬ 
neer, the other, as he puts it, the guy 
who “drives the bus”—who find them¬ 
selves adrift in space, cut off from all (or 
almost all) Earth communication. This 
is Cuaron’s first movie since 2006’s stun¬ 
ning dystopian fantasy Children of Men 
and his first in 3D. After several years 
of 3D pointlessness, I’m thoroughly 
sick of the format, and you may be, too. 
But instead of attempting to make us 
believe 3D is a new language, Cuaron and 
cinematographer Emmanuel Lubezki 
use it simply to expand the emotional 
vocabulary of filmmaking, to explore both 
wonder and the thing that makes wonder 
possible: despair. Forget stretched-out 
blue people, Peter Max-colored fiora and 
fauna, and explosions cornin’ at ya: To see 
Clooney and Bullock fioating and circling 
each other, nearly drifting into oblivion 
only to be reeled back, all captured in 
takes so long it’s as if Cuaron’s camera 
can’t bring itself to look away—this is 
what 3D was made for.

a spectacle and a platform for its actors, 
especially Bullock. Cuaron has some fun 
with stock 3D effects: Wrenches, bolts, 
fountain pens, a little Marvin the Martian 
figurine complete with scrub-brushy 
helmet all fioat by at some point in that 
optical neverland between the screen and 
our fingertips. As astronauts Ryan Stone 
and Matt Kowalski, Bullock and Clooney 
fioat, too, but it’s a different and gener¬ 
ally more marvelous thing. In the early 
moments, the duo have left the comfort 
of their space station: She’s intent on 
installing a very important whatchama- 
callit into a thingie—doing so successfully 
will give her a chance at better funding 
for her research back home. He, on the 
other hand, is just fooling around, trying 
out a new jet pack—he resembles a toy, 
a human Buzz Lightyear who, thanks to 
NASA technology, really can fiy. While 


Stone sweats, perhaps literally—she’s 
not feeling well on this particular day— 
Kowalski busies himself with being a 
goofball, entertaining ground control in 
Houston with tall tales and general wag¬ 
gery. (The voice you hear from the home 
planet belongs to Ed Harris, who played 
John Glenn better than anyone else could 
have in Philip Kaufman’s superb adapta¬ 
tion of Tom Wolfe’s The Right Stuffs The 
setup makes sense: Clooney is the clown; 
Bullock is the grind. It’s a match made in 
heaven, or at least the heavens. 

What follows is a romance, with ele¬ 
ments of romantic comedy and dream 
logic mixed in. If Clooney’s is the encour¬ 
aging voice you want to hear when you’re 
trapped in the vast nowhere of space, 
Bullock’s face is the one you want to see. 
An early scene shows her drifting farther 
and farther from everything she knows, 
tetherless, possibly losing oxygen. She’s 
terrified but also astonished at what 
might be happening to her, and she has 
never looked more beautiful—Lubezki 
renders her skin as luminous as plati¬ 
num. Even the sound of her breathing, 
strained and intensified, draws us close 
to her. 

For all the dazzling technique, this 
really is Bullock’s movie. Stone continues 
to talk even after contact with home has 
been lost: Kowalski has reminded her 
that even though she can’t hear Houston, 
Houston may be able to hear her, which 
is as apt and unsentimental a metaphor 
for prayer as I can think of. And so she 
takes us, if not some unseen and unheard 
God, into her confidence with her solilo¬ 
quies—we might be the last human beings 
to hear them, but Bullock treats them as 


though they’re casual conversation. She’s 
the perfect opposite of a grand-dame 
actress: Instead of making pronounce¬ 
ments, she strives to connect. 

Gravity is both lyrical and terrifying, 
and sometimes Cuaron merges the two, 
sending us into free fall along with his 
characters. In Gravity’s vision of space, 
all the whites are whiter and the dark¬ 
nesses darker: From the astronauts’ 
point of view, the world looks like a 
kind of sky, a bright bowl of day turned 
upside-down over night. 

No space movie arises from a vacuum, 
and while there may be a mad rush to 
compare Gravity with 2001: A Space 
Odyssey, Cuaron’s vision is a world apart 
from Kubrick’s. Kubrick approached 
space with a cool, confident master plan; 
Cuaron proceeds with awe. Gravity has 
more in common with The Right Stuff and 
Brian De Palma’s sorely underloved Mis¬ 
sion to Mars. The Right Stuff isn’t so much 
about space as about the space program, 
and Cuaron—who co-wrote the script 
with his son Jonas Cuaron—likewise cap¬ 
tures the mingling of duty and curiosity 
that motivates human beings to leave the 
Earth’s atmosphere. 

Gravity is harrowing and comforting, 
intimate and glorious, the kind of movie 
that makes you feel more connected to 
the world rather than less. In space, no 
one can hear you scream. But a whole 
audience can hear you breathe. And that 
is a wondrous thing.

It's even 
structured like a reality show, as Coach 
whittles the gang from 36 to 22 to 13, 
handing the klutzy a bus pass home like 
a Bachelorette doling out roses. To save 
time, it simply name-checks athletes we 
already know, explaining away the bad 
blood between Rooster (Chris Brown) 
and Do Knock (Jon "Do Knock" Cruz) as 
a "Kobe-and-Shaq thing." Alas, direc¬ 
tor Benson Lee lacks the florid visual 
style of Step Up 3D, which remains 
the Citizen Kane of the genre—this is 
strictly a concrete-and-barbed-wire, 
crotch-grabbing back-flips exertion. But 
the dorky, jingoistic charm wins points, 
even if just for daring to dress the team 
in red, white, and blue Kangols while 
the judges scream, "Korea strikes back 
with an aerial assault!"

It's above- 
average cute stuff that celebrates 
friendship and brains as Flint, Sam, and 
their crew—a moron in a chicken suit 
(Andy Samberg), a multitasking camera¬ 
man (Benjamin Bratt), a monkey, and 
Flint's monobrowed dad (James Caan)— 
return to the island, discover Chester's 
secret plans, and blah blah blah hugs 
hugs high fives. What matters is what 
they find there: puns. Chewandswallow 
2.0 is a produce-aisle Avatar ruled by 
wordplay. There's hippotatomuses, 
shrimpanzees, fruit cockatiels, and 
apple piethons.

DON JON Even when Joseph Gordon- 
Levitt isn't moving very much, he throws 
off the illusion of movement.

Barbara toys with him from 
the beginning, though in some ways her 
approach is sensible: She doesn't rush 
into bed. At Barbara's behest, the some¬ 
what aimless Jon begins taking night 
classes, where he meets a mysterious 
and obviously older woman—her name, 
as unglamorous as it gets, is Esther, and 
she's played by Julianne Moore. Fler 
entrance is the point at which Gordon- 
Levitt's characters shift from being obvi¬ 
ous, intentional cartoons into people 
with feelings. Even when his story starts 
getting serious, Gordon-Levitt always 
keeps it funny, and his cast is all in 
on the joke. (R) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

PRISONERS If five Dscar nominees lose 
two young girls in the woods, will their 
wailing make a sound? That's the key 
question of Prisoners, Denis Villeneuve's 
prestigious puffery about a father (Flugh 
Jackman) and a cop (Jake Gyllenhaal) 
trying to catch a kidnapper. Prisoners 
is a dog-whistle for Academy voters. 

It might work, except that a) it makes 
no sense, and b) it's not from Clint 
Eastwood, the only director with enough 
swaggerto demand such schlock be 
taken seriously. Dur setting is a gray 
Pennsylvania town, where an ordinary 
man like Keller (Jackman) can teach his 
son to hunt in case a hurricane blows 
civilization away. Keller is a survivalist 
with an innate certainty that he can do 
better than the experts. That includes 
Detective Loki (Gyllenhaal), charged 
with tracking down Keller's daughter, 
Anna (Erin Gerasimovich), and neighbor 
girl Joy (Kyla Drew Simmons) after they 
go missing. Initially, Keller begs Loki to 
help him make sense of the facts: Why 
did local weirdo Alex Jones (Paul Dane), 
a childlike near-mute, try to escape 
when questioned by the police? And 
why can't Loki keep him in custody? Loki 
brushes him off with police platitudes. 

Fie doesn't realize Keller may take mat¬ 
ters, er, make that Alex—into his own 
hands. And fists. And homemade torture 
chambers. Villeneuve is interested in 
the raw ugliness of human desperation, 
and parts of the film get so bleak that it's 
surprising to realize it's not a remake of 
something Swedish. But when human 
complexities get in the way of screen¬ 
writer Aaron Guzikowski's plot twists, 
he and Villeneuve just throw away the 
parts that don't fit, hollowing out the 
story's internal logic. (R) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

RUSH Rush seems to have shaken some¬ 
thing awake in Ron Floward. The story 
of English racing driver James Flunt, the 
charismatic rapscallion who won 1976's 
Formula Dne VVorld Championship, 
and Flunt's straight-arrow nemesis 
Niki Lauda, the movie sometimes 
feels a bit scrambled—Floward tries 
to pack a lot, maybe too much, into 
123 surprisingly fleet minutes—but 
the racing sequences make up for it. 
Rush is flawed but alive, and its actors 


never get lost in the blur of speed. If 
the film is partly about machines—a 
flimsy type of race car that Flunt calls 
"just a little coffin, really"—it's just as 
much about men who know precisely 
what to do in those split seconds when 
there's no time to blink, let alone think. 
Chris Flemsworth, of Thor fame, plays 
Flunt, England's version of California, 
blond, insouciant, and randy. Fie loves 
the ladies almost as much as he loves 
driving, but the person who really gets 
under his skin is Lauda, played by 
Daniel Brilhl. They understand each 
other better than anyone else ever 
could. At one point, Flunt explains in 
voiceover, "The closer you are to death, 
the more alive you feel," a sentiment 
brought home to Lauda the hard way. In 
case you don't know the story, I won't 
divulge the details here, but Floward, 
working from a script by Peter Morgan, 
dramatizes the event that changed 
Lauda's life in a way that's horrifying 
and direct. The racing sequences, as 
shot by cinematographer Anthony Dod 
Mantle and edited by Daniel P. Flanley 
and Mike Flill, are fleet, exhilarating, 
stunning in their detail. (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

WADJDA Like all kid protagonists in mov¬ 
ies, Wadjda's Wadjda wants one pure 
thing so much that the very concept of 
want shades into need. If this plucky 
Saudi Arabian girl (played by preteen 
Waad Mohammed) doesn't get a bicy¬ 
cle, it seems, some fundamental quality 
of hers might not survive her adoles¬ 
cence. Staked on it is nothing less than 
her sense that she can grow up to be 
a person of her choosing. But that bike 
is a pricey 800 riyals, and Wadjda's 
mother's teaching salary is tied up in 
car services—women in the Kingdom 
are forbidden to drive—and in a smash¬ 
ing new dress chosen to win back the 
attention of Wadjda's father, a man 
who is scouting around for a newer, 
presumably younger wife. Even worse, 
from Wadjda's perspective: The very 
thought of a girl on a bike is enough 
to send her family and teachers into 
a panic. A simple, solid, affecting film, 
Wadjda is something rare: the work 
of a female Saudi filmmaker, Flaifaa Al 
Mansour, and a feature from a country 
that has long outlawed cinemas. It's 
a hard-to-shake look at the everyday 
realities of being a woman—or grow¬ 
ing to be a woman—in a country that 
strictly limits what a woman can be. 
Mohammed's charisma and the film's 
appreciation for the hopefulness of 
children keep it from becoming too grim 
to bear. Just seeing life in Riyadh is a 
revelation. Al Mansour frames the city's 
slab-like structures in static composi¬ 
tions, slightly off-center, and then sets 
the kids loose to dash around, and 
through them. The feeling is of effer¬ 
vescence among a stolid permanence. 
Be ready to bawl at the end. (PG)

South Coast Repertory and connnnunity groups launch 
an ambitious Santa Ana community-theater project

I n less than two hours on a recent Fri¬ 
day night, about 100 people crammed 
into a downtown Santa Ana room and 
received the kind of crash course in the¬ 
ater production that usually takes months 
in a high school or college program. Many 
of the participants, ranging in age from 5 
to viejito status, had never been involved 
in theater before yet were 
given an immersion into 
voice, movement, pla 5 rwrit- 
ing, lighting, sound, acting, 
costuming, directing and 
stage-managing techniques. 

And then they watched as 
their efforts took shape in a 
real production. 

No, their particular scene 
from Hansel and Gretel 
won’t be moving to Broad¬ 
way any time soon, but the 
goal of this workshop—the 
first of 10 in Santa Ana over 
the next month—is to craft 
a full-length play using the 
stories, talent and, perhaps 
most important, the hearts 
of Santa Ana residents. 

Titled Dialogae/Didlogos, it’s the most 
ambitious community-theater project 
in the county’s history, one that part¬ 
ners organizations and individuals 
as varied as South Coast Repertory, 

Latino Health Alliance, Aztec dancers, 
homeless film documentarians, work¬ 
ing theater professionals, archivists 
from the Santa Ana Library, and even a 
local senora who supplied the taquitos 
and pan dulce. 

The bilingual series of workshops, 
all free, are open to people of all ages 
and backgrounds, but one of the chief 
organizers, Sara Guerrero, artistic 
director of the Breath of Fire Latina 
Theatre Ensemble, believes the 
focus will be “adults of the Santa Ana 
Latina/o community.” 

The project launched earlier this 
year with a series of story circles held 
at 12 locations throughout Santa Ana. 
Guerrero, playwright Jose Cruz Gonzalez 
and others visited residents in their neigh¬ 
borhoods and encouraged them to share 
their experiences, positive or negative. 

“What we found in our interviews with 
more than 400 people from the Santa Ana 
community is that storytelling is central,” 
says Gonzalez, who teaches theater at Cal 
State Los Angeles. “Everyone has a story 
to tell. When the community shared their 
stories, they were animated, dramatic, 
comical [and] heartbreaking, as well as 
inspiring and humbling. What they shared 
was theater.” 

The second phase is the 10 theater 
workshops that began Sept. 27 and are 
taught by Gonzalez and South Coast Rep 


educators from its adult conservancy. 

In its final phase, Gonzalez will turn 
the collected stories into a play. Santa Ana 
residents who have participated in the 
workshops will collaborate to turn that 
play into a full-fledged production sched¬ 
uled for next summer. 

It’s both an effort to expose members of 


the community to the art of theater, as well 
as to create a play that reflects and gives 
voice to that community. “I don’t doubt the 
desire for theater in... Santa Ana,” Guer¬ 
rero says. “Everyone has a story to tell. The 
community has shared their stories, and 
it’s important that we share back with how 
we come to create theater. I remember 
how successful and impactful [Breath of 
Eire’s first production] The Mexican OC 
was and how many people and additional 
stories it brought out. I can only imagine 
what this production and play will bring.” 

Based on the first workshop. Dialogue/ 
Didlogos will be anything but a stuffy, 
academic exercise. The model is one pio¬ 
neered by the highly successful Corner¬ 
stone Theater Co. in Los Angeles, which 


works with communities throughout that 
city to create plays based on their stories. 
But there’s a distinctly SanTana flavor 
to this one, one that recognizes many of 
the participants come from economically 
disadvantaged homes. With the free child 
care and food provided (“Many of these 
people work, and maybe they’re missing 
their dinner, or maybe there is no 
dinner at home,” Gonzalez says), 
the overall vibe was one of family, 
not formality. 

“Once you invite the heart, you 
can train the brain,” Gonzalez says 
of creating an atmosphere that 
encourages participants to trust 
and be honest with another. 

“What I’ve found through the 
storytelling process it that a lot of 
these stories are not the types you 
find in books or newspapers or 
academic journals,” says Manny 
Escamilla, Santa Ana Public Library 
archivist. “These are stories of 
neighborhoods and of people who 
realize, through sharing their sto¬ 
ries, that they’re not alone. The 
emotions they stir up, 
the sense that other peo¬ 
ple feel like they do—it’s 
enlightening.” 

What the finished 
play will look and sound 
like is anyone’s guess. 
But what is truly inspir¬ 
ing is that the organiza¬ 
tion bankrolling the 
project. South Coast 
Rep, which has given so 
many playwrights the 
chance to express their 
voices in its 50-year his¬ 
tory, is giving a commu¬ 
nity that is often viewed 
as voiceless the same 
opportunity. 

“Projects like this 
are needed,” Guerrero 
says. “It is apparent that 
arts exposure to both youth and adults 
is a challenge in the community. How¬ 
ever, what I’ve suspected and confirmed, 
through our story circles, is that people 
are not waiting for things to happen, but 
are making things happen, including 
making art and advocating opportuni¬ 
ties sometimes created and supported 
through groups like Latino Health Access 
and El Centro Cultural de Mexico. 

[While] you don’t necessarily need money 
to make art, having funds to support 
opportunities like this is very wonderful 
and incredibly helpful.”

Jim Belushi weighs in on 
his favorite blues songs

J im Belushi is a man who has mas¬ 
tered many trades. He has enter¬ 
tained us in movies, on TV and at 
the theater. In addition to his incredible 
improvisation skills, he has talent in 
the field of music, leaving us to wonder 
if there’s anything he can’t do. We’re 
lucky enough to once again be graced 
with Jim Belushi & the Chicago Board 
of Improv on Friday and Saturday at 
the Brea Improv, so while we wait, we 
asked for his top five blues songs. 

5. "Killing Floor/' Howlin' Wolf 

The opening line is “If I would have 
followed my first mind, I would have 
left you the second time. But instead, 

I fooled around with you, and I ended 
up on the killing floor.” I just love that 
this guy knew that this girl was so dan¬ 
gerous that he was just going to do her 
twice—too late. Second time, he fell in 
love, and it killed him. Also, in the blues 
world, the signature rhythm of this song 
is considered the simplest and the best. 
People have been stealing from it for 
years. The ring tone on my phone is the 
beginning of “Killing Floor.” 

4. "Sweet Home Chicago," 

The Blues Brothers 

This is the essential electric Chicago 
sound that was originated by Robert 
Johnson, who is considered the father 
of the blues. It’s also a song that my 
brother John popularized with the 
Blues Brothers and is considered the 
city of Chicago’s anthem. It has great 
slide-guitar work. And if you listen 
closely enough to the blues, you’ll see 
that a lot of songs are based in this par¬ 
ticular progression that you’ll find in 
this song. And plus, I’m from Chicago. 

3. "Crossroads," Eric Clapton 

Legend has it Johnson sold his soul to 
the devil at the crossroads of highways 
61 and 49 in Clarksville, Mississippi, in 
exchange for becoming a famous master 
of the blues guitar. Thus was born the 
song “Crossroads” about that legendary 
meeting. There are some great versions 
of it, but I like Eric Clapton’s version 
the best. 

2. "Reconsider Baby," Lowell Fulson 

I love this song. It breaks my heart. I 
just feel deep emotion every time I hear 
it. He loved that girl so much. When I 
first started out with the Sacred Hearts 
band, we were playing the Santa Bar¬ 
bara Blues Festival, and an African- 
American gentleman came backstage, 
and my band asked if I minded if he

joined us for a song. I said sure. He 
came onstage and sang “Reconsider 
Baby.” I later said to my drum¬ 
mer, “Who’s the old dude singing 
the Eric Clapton song?” He said, 
“Oh, Jim .. . Eric Clapton is sing¬ 
ing his song. That’s Lowell Eulson.” 
So I recommend Lowell Fulson’s 
“Reconsider Baby,” although Clap¬ 
ton’s is very good, too. Fulson’s ver¬ 
sion is in the Smithsonian Collec¬ 
tion of Blues. It’s a cool song. 

1. "One Way Out," Elmore James 

You may know the version of this 
song the Allman Brothers made 


famous, in which Gregg Allman says, 
“We’re going to do an Elmore James 
song.” I love the Allman Brothers’ 
version; it is terrific. But to hear the 
simple blues essence of James’ ver¬ 
sion is quite remarkable.

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Run, Don’t Walk, to Soundwalk 

Long Beach’s massive sound-art installation bids farewell

L istening to members of FLOOD 
hold forth on SoundWalk, their 
one-night-only transformation of 
Long Beach’s East Village Arts District 
into an indoor/outdoor gallery of sound- 
art installations, can be a bit daunting, 
what with their invocations of concepts 
such as Brecht’s estrangement effect 
and Derrida’s extension of Kant’s con¬ 
sideration of the frame through which 
we consider not just art, but also life. 

But there’s nothing to be scared of, 
children, as SoundWalk is simply a big 
audiovisual playground in which you 
have four hours to freely frolic, taking 
the installations as you find them. Sim¬ 
ple novelty? Deep meditation on sound 
as a transformative environmental fac¬ 
tor? There’s just one more chance to 
find out just what it can be to you, how¬ 
ever, because SoundWalk’s 10th itera¬ 
tion is also its last. 

“MoMA’s first 
major exhibition of 
sound art signals the 
genre’s shift in direc¬ 
tion within the arts 
scene from upstream 
to mainstream,” 
says FLOOD mem¬ 
ber Marco Schin- 
delmann, who was 
recently appointed 
president of the Arts 
Council for Long 
Beach. “When a song 
is performed at a 
wedding reception, 
it has been appro¬ 
priated by popular 
culture. As other cities are now hosting 
similar events, sound art has joined the 
party. FLOOD wishes to remain true to 
our aim of raising awareness of alterna¬ 
tive artistic practices, aesthetic sensi¬ 
bilities and innovative approaches by 
continuing upstream.” 

Just what the fuck is “sound art”? 
Well, start by thinking of music as a 
specialized subgenre of sound art, orga¬ 
nized with special attention to rhythm 
and melody. By the 20th Century, a 
few brave souls began to question the 
artificial constraints on the “artistic.” 
Composers such as John Cage began 
to democratize sound, implicitly argu¬ 
ing that hierarchies placing a Steinway 
above toy piano, the “musical” above 
the “non-musical,” or even sound above 
silence were artificial constructs. The 
Beatles brought such thinking into 
popular culture by mixing musique 
concrete into their compositions. Their 
most obvious example, “Revolution #9,” 
would be right at home in SoundWalk, 
except it would be a four-hour perfor¬ 
mance with players in funny costumes 
and maybe something interactive for 
whomever happened by. 


The best way to understand sound 
art is to experience it—a move that 
dovetails with opening oneself to what 
is always around us sonically. A decade 
ago, FLOOD inaugurated SoundWalk 
to counter what 
member Frauke 
von der Horst 
called “a certain 
ennui with the 
physical environ¬ 
ment in which 
we function on 
a daily basis,” 
as well to coun¬ 
terbalance how 
auditory art had 
come to rest on 
its laurels. 

“The other 
senses have been 


catered to and challenged in a certain 
way,” Schindelmann said a few years 
ago. “We had music, but we didn’t 
really have painting, sculpture or cin¬ 
ema for the ear. But now technology 
has reached the point where that can 
be done.” 

Soundwalk was also an antidote 
to problems inherent to placing mul¬ 
tiple sound installations in an indoor 
space, where their respective effects 
are often muddled by galleries config¬ 


ured to accommodate only the visual. 
Curating the event for an entire neigh¬ 
borhood was an opportunity to place 
each installation so it could be expe¬ 
rienced without any integrity being 

compro¬ 
mised, what 
with artists 
designing 
their instal¬ 
lations with 
their par¬ 
ticular 
location 
in mind. 

Last year, 
for exam¬ 
ple, Clowns 
& Fetuses 
trans¬ 
formed the 
dark room 
at the Art Exchange into “Mys¬ 
tery Cave,” a combination of dream 
machines; fluorescent lighting; large, 
fluorescent-painted, rock-formation 
sculptures; interactive videos; and 
sounds that combine to enhance a 
listener/viewer’s physical and psycho¬ 
logical space even if you weren’t high 
and found yourself wanting to live 
there forever (not that I would know 
anything about that, officer. My eyes 
are naturally dilated). 

An example of the treasures to be 
mined this year is F. Myles Sciotto’s 
“NeuroArchitectures.” Participants 
are provided with wireless EEC head¬ 
sets that transmit selected data that is 
mapped into spatial 
parameters within 
the otherwise-empty 
storefront at the 
Best Western, creat¬ 
ing what’s described 
as “an interactive 
installation explor¬ 
ing how our bod¬ 
ies and minds can 
develop a dialogue 
with the surround¬ 
ing environment.” 

You get four hours 
of such stuff, then 
poof, Soundwalk 
is gone. ELOOD 
promises to be back 
in 2015 with “a more expansive and 
more daring event that will explore and 
respond to the synaesthetic experience 
in which cognitive boundaries dissolve 
and the senses converge.” 

Yeah, I’ll be checking that out.

You really gotta 
experience it to know what I mean, but 
it's never gonna change, even if it sprawls 
more and gets gentrified even more. The 
energy is very dark and scary, yet loving 
and all-encompassing. 

We were to play the next night at Stubb's, 
a famous, delicious barbecue place with a 
big outside room. I wrote a poem, which I 
rarely do anymore, about sound check, the 
most unglamorous part of being in a band. 

Sound Check 

A blank stage/Thread-bare lighting/Enam- 
eled floor/Of colors forgotten by dancing 
feet/Gray brown gray over cement sloping 
down toAThe front/Old gold velvet chairs/ 
Bolted down sitting still/ln expectation wait¬ 
ing for/Something to happen/Snare cracks 
bounce back/A ball hitting the wall/Scram- 
bled guitar scrapes the/Hall/melted melody/ 
Muddied words/Slide around/From moni- 
tors/ls that me warmer or sharper/More 
or less/Bass is just plain thick/We play 
one loud song/And every naked surface/ 
Cringes/There is one guy/ln front of the 
stage/slowly sweeping last night's/Mess 
away/He doesn't care what we/Sound like/ 
He's heard it all before. 

There are so many great musicians and 
singers and artists in this country, and it's 
a terrible shame so many people never get 
to see them play live shows. Pat Benatar, 
Heart, Joan Jett, Tammy Wynette, Loretta 
Lynn, Etta James, Wanda Jackson, Rosie 
Flores, Sister Rosetta Tharpe, just to name 
a few—they can/could sing, play guitar, 
write forever songs. 

Sure, people go to concerts nowadays, 
but you know what? They've never actually 
seen someone sing or play. It's lip-sync¬ 
ing—no musicians, just a soundtrack, a 
trick, a spectacle that dazzles the masses. 

California used to be a place where 
everyone wanted to live. Blond beach 
girls, barefoot hippies, crazy happenings, 
acid, freedom, endless possibilities, love, 
freaks, bikers—did I mention freedom? It 
was a place that once existed. But now 
it's a place of rules and taxes and fees 
and regulations, and everything has been 
known to cause cancer, and that's why gas 
costs extra, and we protect you, but it's 
gonna cost you, and taxes and taxes and 
paperwork and traffic stops, and those are 
worse than traffic jams. 

California, RIP.

Jeremy Olander brings Stockholm’s 
underground sound Stateside

W hen he first discovered house- 
music hits such as Benny Bena- 
ssi’s “Satisfaction,” Jeremy 
Olander was too young to enter clubs. “I 
think that’s why I’m more into the dark 
side of house music because that’s what I 
started to listen to first,” he says. 

Now 24, the Stockholm resident is 
part of the exclusive Pryda Records ros¬ 
ter spearheaded by Swedish genius pro¬ 
ducer Eric Prydz. Early releases “Riots” 
and “Fairfax” were among the label’s 
biggest Beatport sellers in 2011, and 
Olander continues to ride that momen¬ 
tum on his latest singles, “Petroleum” 
and “Let Me Feel.” 

Olander and his sidekick/label mate 
Fehrplay recently embarked on the sec¬ 
ond leg of the first Pryda Friends Tour, 
with 11 dates in the U.S. and Canada. 
They’ll play Orange County on Thursday, 
Oct. 3 at the EDM haven Sutra; expect an 
intimate show of big progressive hits and 
deep techno vibes. “I really like a small 
club where you can feel connected with 
the crowd,” says Olander. 

Despite only a few years of producing 
and deejaying, his sets take you on an up 
and down journey of feels and melodies 
that set him apart from the bangers and 
drops we’re used to hearing today. Unlike 
his countrymen, including super-star DJs 
Swedish House Mafia, Avicii, Alesso and 
Adrian Lux, Olander has chosen a non¬ 
commercial sound. 

“I was worried that people in the U.S. 
wouldn’t be that into my style,” says 
Olander, who’s known for having an 
eclectic take on progressive house, with 
emotional rhythms and melodic synths. 
“Yet the crowd here is more open-minded 


to hearing new stuff, as opposed to the 
pretentious people in Sweden. They have 
heard it all in Europe and are quick to 
judge what’s cool or not.” 

Although raised in Sweden, Olander 
was born in the U.S., and he plans to 
move to LA by next summer. “I just love 
strolling around Hollywood Boulevard, as 
cheesy as it sounds,” he says. He will join 
Eric Prydz for the highly anticipated Epic 
2.0 live show at the Holl 5 rwood Palladium 
in November. “I know I have a lot of fans 
in LA and OC who are really eager to see 
me,” says Olander. “I even have some fans 
who I know fly out to my shows from all 
over the U.S.” 

Like his mentor Prydz, Olander also 
has a quarterly radio show. Vibrant Radio. 
“It’s a great way to showcase my new 
music and give a mix to my fans every 
three months,” he says. 

He’s also focusing on a four track EP 
to be released under his Dhillon alias on 
Adam Beyer’s techno Drumcode label. “If 
I were to release really rhythmic, beat- 
oriented stuff under Jeremy Olander, a 
lot of people would be disappointed,” he 
explains. “I feel sorry for producers who 
don’t come up with aliases because they 
are too scared of going away from the 
sound of their hits.” 

Perhaps fans can look forward to a 
Cirez D and Dhillon collaboration in the 
near future for more of that underground 
vibe. Now that would be epic.

F or an affirmation that Orange County 
still breeds old-fashioned, passionate 
hardcore, check out Hemorrhage's debut 
EP, Chapter One, released in October 2012. 
Search the title and band name on YouTube, 
press play, and then brace yourself. 

The seven songs clock in at less than 
14 minutes total, but it's all prototypical 
early-'80s thrash: hard, fast, aggressive and 
unrelenting, making you want to trash your 
workspace or rip a bong load and jump on a 
skateboard. Think T.S.O.L. before their Guns 
N' Roses affiliation, or a faster, sludgier 
Agent Orange. 

But this isn't a throwback band by any 
account. Hemorrhage's foursome apply a 
modern spin to this "classic" genre by pen¬ 
ning songs rooted in references to Game 
of Thrones (“Wmtejf Is Coming" and "I Pay 
the Iron Price"), and start the record with 
an ode to the Harry Potter killing curse, 
"Avada Kedavra." 

"'Winter Is Coming' identifies with 
always being prepared for the worst- 
case scenario, and 'I Pay the Iron Price' 
talks about taking your life into your own 
hands," explains Vinnie Capasso, 24, 
the band's guitarist/graphic artist/label 
logisticator. He also runs the band's label. 
Abduct Tape Records, from his bedroom in 
Huntington Beach. 


All four band members are OC born and 
bred. Capasso, drummer Andres Cendoya 
and bassist Rain Avilez were classmates 
at Costa Mesa High School. Capasso met 
vocalist Phillip Penegar while working at 
Starbucks. They formed the band about 
a year and a half ago. "We all work near- 
minimum-wage grunt jobs," Capasso says. 
"Andres is a server, I flip burgers. Rain lifts 
heavy shit, and Phillip serves coffee. After a 
40-plus-hour workweek, we find rehearsal 
to be our sanctuary." 

This explains the vibe of pent-up rage 
emanating from many of their songs. In "I 
Pay the Iron Price," when Penegar shouts, 
"I am no man's servant/I am no man's 
slave" as the band brutalize an eight-bar, 
two-chord riff at upward of 180 beats per 
minute, it is pretty fucking convincing. 

Capasso says to expect a big step 
forward in terms of songcraft on the next 
album. "We're going to bring more dynam¬ 
ics to the table and expand a little more on 
what we can do and how we feel," he says. 
"Lyrically, this record is going to be less 
fiction and more real-life experiences, cur¬ 
rent events, growing up poor... that sort 
of thing." 

In the meantime. Hemorrhage are con¬ 
centrating on "playing the shit out of [the 
live set]" on the local underground-punk 
scene. "There hasn't been a significant 
amount of community in this scene for 
some time," Capasso says. "Recently, there 
has been a resurgence with the appear¬ 
ance of Unit B Studio [in Santa Ana]. It was 
only around for about a year, but it built a 
community that is growing again. 

"The big current goal of the band is 
to be able to bring together people who 
genuinely still give a shit about music, and 
progress with DIY ethics," he continues. 
"The age of convenience makes it difficult 
for hardworking bands to contribute to the 
scene with purity. Regardless, we would 
love to be doing this as long as possible."

Musicians just can’t help writing odes to the 
junk that messes ’em up. The Velvets rhapsodize their smack, and Redman can 
tell you “How to Roll a Blunt.” But what about meth? The charts aren’t exactly 
packed with serenades to that experience. Maybe crystal doesn’t have the same rock & roll 
cache enjoyed by other substances; perhaps facial scabs and bad teeth don’t get you a. Rolling 
Stone cover. But by some estimates, it’s America’s third-favorite drug, after booze and weed. 
So let’s give meth its moment in the musical sun. 


“GO OR GO AHEAD,” 

RUFUS WAINWRIGHT 

Who knew you could write a sweet, 
slow ballad about being on meth? Wain- 
wright seemingly broke through the 
tweaky paranoia barrier and found the 
zen-like calm at the end of the rainbow. 
Or maybe he was just out of his tree and 
got very lucky. 

B “HELMET IN THE BUSH,” KORN 

Korn have smoked their share of 
Dirty Tina, and this little ditty is with¬ 
out a doubt the best song ever written 
about how difficult it is to get an erec¬ 
tion after smoking a big bowl. Making 
sense of the title is simple: The helmet 
refers to the tip of a penis, and the bush 
is his pubic hair. 

“LETTER FROM BELGIUM,” 

THE MOUNTAIN GOATS 

What Bob Marley is to weed, surely 
the Mountain Goats are to meth. Heck, 
they wrote a whole album (We Shall 
All Be Healed) about a group of drug- 
addicted friends in their spiritual capital 
of Portland, Oregon. “Yeah, we’re all 
here chewing our tongues off/Waiting 
for the fever to break,” sings John Dar- 
nielle, and who hasn’t felt that way on 
something they shouldn’t have taken so 
much of? 

“NEW AMPHETAMINE SHRIEK,” 

THE FUGS 

You don’t get many cool points for smok¬ 
ing a big bag of crank. No one will think 
you’re a bohemian; they’ll think you’re a 
loser. But even anti-war, ’60s psych-rock 
pioneers the Fugs liked to lose a few 
days grinding their teeth and twitching 
every now and then. 


“(THOSE) DAMN BLUE COLLAR 
TWEEKERS,” PRIMUS 

Les Claypool sings this anthem to hard¬ 
working, hard-smoking tradesmen who 
throw up sheet rock for 16 hours straight 
and barely feel the nails they accidentally 
shoot into their hands. Be grateful to them: 
Their shoddy but rapid workmanship is the 
reason your landlord could poorly refurbish 
your apartment for $8, then overcharge you 
for a “completely renovated” space. 

0 “SEMI-CHARMED LIFE,” 

THIRD-EYE BLIND 

“The Man” forced the band to bleep out the 
words “crystal meth” on the radio edit, but 
it still got a bunch of major FM airplay. This 
ensured everybody knew what the song was 
about, as opposed to just Third-Eye Blind’s 
small, committed, fan base. 

“SINALOA COWBOYS,” 

BRUCE SPRINGSTEEN 

Leave it to the great blue-collar balladeer 
to point out a subtle economic truth: Cook¬ 
ing meth pays way better than farm work. 
You wouldn’t think so, but Miguel the 
Mexican laborer would tell you differently. 
But then the lab explodes and kills his 
brother. Bummer. 

□ “WHO PUTTHE BENZEDRINE IN 
MRS. MURPHY’S OVALTINE?” 
HARRY “THE HIPSTER” GIBSON 

A deep cut from way back, Harry Gibson 
was getting ripped off his tits and playing 
eight straight piano gigs a night while your 
grandpa was still in short pants.

T he Class of’47 boasts perhaps one 
of the highest dive-bar honors 
around: John Wayne drank here.
